ROAD MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR PROPOSITION
MILLAGE RENEWAL
AUGUST 2, 2016

Shall the previous voted increase in the 15 mill limitation imposed under Article IX, Section 6 of
the Michigan Constitution on general ad valorem taxes with Chippewa County, Michigan of
1.000 mill ($1.00 per $1,000 of taxable value) which was reduced to .9879 mill by the required
millage rollbacks, be renewed at .9879 mill ($0.9879 per $1,000 of taxable value) for 5 years,
being 2017, 2018, 2019, 2020 and 2021, inclusive, for the purpose of providing funds for Repair
and Maintenance of Roads within Chippewa County and streets within the City of Sault Ste.
Marie, a portion of which will be disbursed to the City of Sault Ste. Marie Downtown
Development Authority pursuant to statute, and Village of Detour, and shall the County levy
such renewed millage for said purpose? The estimate of revenue the County will collect if this
millage is approved and levied in 2017 is $1,100,000.
